t.  nt ion  to  Stat.  tdissions.  All  our  other  ac¬ 
tivities  hinge  right  here.  Back  behind  every 
denominational  movement  and  enterprise 
there  must  stand  j  a  redeemed  eonstitueney 
to  make  th^t  movement  or  enterprise  a  sue- 
i  ess  It  takes  mein  and  money  to  run  any¬ 
thing.  State  missions  is  at  the  heart  of  our 
work  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  builds  up 
the  waste  places,  reaches  out  into  unoecupied 
territory,  preaches  the  gospel  in  districts 
where  there  are  no  established  churches, 
builds  and  helps  tb  build  churches  for  strug¬ 
gling  organisation,  and  in  every  way  cre¬ 
ates  a  constituency,  and  enlists  the  eonstit¬ 
ueney  created,  for  denominational  work. 

Ur.  Austin  Phelps,  recognising  this  pri¬ 
mary  place  of  State  missions,  says,  ‘‘If  l 
were  a  missionary  to  China  ray  first  and 
most  important  pijayer  would  be  for  missions 
in  America  for  the  sake  of  China.”  Com¬ 
pare  the  amounts]  given  now  by  Mississippi 
Baptists  with  whit  they  gave  sixteen  years 
ago  In  1900  thd  State  Convention  met  in 
Jackson.  The  treasurer's  report  shows  that 
Mississippi  Baptists  nave  that  year  $8, 763.. r>:! 
lor  State  missions^  $5,872.00  for  foreign  mis 
sions.  $2  975.00  for  home  missions;  $17,593.33 
for  all  missions.  lmst  year  we  gave  for 
these  three  objects  $97,166.41.  In  1900  the 
Convention  Board  treasurer  received  for  all 
purposes  $19,875.02  Last  year  for  all  pur¬ 
poses  u.*  receive. I  $103,207.22.  Why  have  we 
made  in  Mississippi  this  splendid  advance  in 
gifts!  We  did  iff  by  maintaining  a  strong 
State  mission  polity. 


Suggestions  for  State  Mission  Report  to  the 
Association. 

State  missions  is  that  department  of  our 
work  which  has  to  do  with  the  interests  of 
the  kingdom  in  the  State.  It  is  (1)  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  to  the  lost  people  of 
the  State  so  that  they  may  hear  about  Jesus 
and  hearing  about  Him  may  accept  Him  as 
Savior;  (2)  it  is  the  further  preaching  of 
the  gospel  to  the  saved  in  order  that  those 
who  accept  Christ  as  Savior  may  come  to  be 
obedient  to  His  will.  Or  to  put  it  in  one 
sentence.  State  missions  is  the  fitting  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  into  the  thought  and 
life  of  the  State  so  that  through  that  gos¬ 
pel  the  life  of  Christ  may  become  triumphant 
over  all. 

In  this  movement  two  things  are  included : 
First,  an  effort  to  bring  all  the  churches  of 
the  -State  together  in  one  concerted  move¬ 
ment  for  the  conquest  of  the  State  through 
the  gospel.  Second,  an  effort  to  lead  all  the 
forces  of  the  State  out  beyond  for  the  con¬ 
quest  of  the  world  for  Christ.  This  is  the 
task  which  our  Baptist  people  have. assumed 
for  themselves  and  which  they  are  prosecut¬ 
ing  through  their  mission  board. 

The  convention  in  Columbus  instructed  the 
board  to  lay  out  the  work  for  the  year  on  a 
basis  of  $41,000.00.  This  the  hoard  did  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  December.  The  appro¬ 
priations  to  the  various  departments  of  the 
work  were  as  follows : 

Pastoral  support  . $  20.000.00 

Enlistment  .  6,000.00 

Sunday  School  .  3.800.00 

Church  building  .  5,000  00 

W.  M.  U.  work  .  2,500.00 

Operating  expense  .  5.000.00 

Total  . .* . $  42,300.00 

We  are  assisting  over  two  hundred 
churches  to  pay  their  pastors,  helping  over 
thirty  churches  to  build  houses  of  worship, 
keeping  seven  special  workers  in  the  field, 
helping  our  colored  brethren  in  their  mis¬ 
sionary  work,  assisting  in  the  theological 
training  of  colored  preachers  in  the  college 
at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  helping  to  support 
the  Indian  work  in  Mississippi  paying  part 
of  the  salary  of  the  Indian  preachers  in  the 
New  Choctaw  Association,  supporting  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  theological  and  Bible  schools  for  the 
training  of  workers,  and  publishing  and 
sending  out  thousands  of  pages  of  tracts. 

Mississippi  is  yet  a  great  mission  terri¬ 
tory.  There  are  in  the  State  about  1,800, IKK) 
people.  Of  this  number  about  900,000  are 
white  people.  Of  thp  900,000  white  people 
in  the  State  there  are  only  about  400,000  who 
claim  to  be  Christians.  This  leaves  500,000 
who  make  no  pretentions  to  religion  at  all 
It  is  true  that  many  of  this  number  are  chil¬ 
dren  too  young  to  profess  Christ,  but  even 
making  a  liberal  deduction  for  these  we  iftill 
have  a  startling  number  of  unsaved  people. 
This  is  our  challenge  as  well  as  our  oppor¬ 
tunity. 


Thursday,  August  9,  1917, 

To  reach  these  unsaved  thousands  we 
ought  to  doubje  our  State  mission  work.  We 
should  have  a  missionary  in  every  aasocia 
tion  in  the  State.  The  field  should  be  tilled 
carefully.  There  should  be  a  meeting  of 
days  held  in  every  community.  No  man  or 
woman  should  he  able  to  say  that  there  was 
no  Baptist  preaching  close  enough  for  him 
and  his  family  to  attend. 

We  are  also  burdened  with  a  new  respon¬ 
sibility  in  providing  the  soldier  boys  in  our 
midst  with  the  gospel.  The  government  has 
established  two  camps  in  the  State,  one  for 
the  National  Guard  at  Hattiesburg,  and  the 
other  for  the  naval  cadets  at  Gulfport.  There 
will  he  at  least  thirty  thousand  hoya  in  the 
camp  at  Hattiesburg.  From  the  camp  they 
will  go  to  the  fields  of  France.  Many  of 
them  will  never  return.  This  is  our  chance 
to  do  all  we  can  to  bring  them  the  message 
of  salvation.  It  will  take  at  least  $5,000  per 
year  to  meet  the  religious  needs  of  the  camps 
alone. 

In  addition  to  this  let  us  get  ready  for  the 
close  of  the  war.  All  religious  authorities 
are  predicting  a  great  religious  revival  fol¬ 
lowing  the  close  of  the  war.  May  it  be  so. 
But  at  any  rate  let  Mississippi  Baptists  be 
prepared  to  take  their  place  in  the  world 
campaign  for  righteousness  which  will  evi¬ 
dently  be  made  when  the  war  dose*.  No 
doubt  hut  what  countless  throngs  will  flood 
our  shores  when  peace  is  declared.  These 
we  will  have  to  take  care  of.  Let  us  get 
ready  now  by  putting  on  a  strong  State 
mission  program.  I>et  us  build  up  our  forces 
ut  home  so  that  they  will  be  strong  to  grap¬ 
ple  with  the  situation  when  it  does  arise. 

State  Mission  Program  in  Mississippi. 

There  arc  three  fundamental  thoughts 
around  which  our  mission  program  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  turns.  The  first  one  is  kingdom 
unity.  The  second  one  is  home  conquest. 
And  the  third  one  is  world  empire.  Our  mot¬ 
to  is  Mississippi  a  Baptist  empire  for  world 
conquest 

Kingdom  Unity. — We  are  launching  our 
whole  mission  program  on  the  idea  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  a  unit.  Everything  we 
are  doing  State  missions,  home  missions, 
foreign  missions— all  of  our  activities,  are 
the  different  movements  in  one  great  cam¬ 
paign  looking  to  the  establishment  of  the 
kingdom  of  God.  We  do  not  put  one  object 
against  another,  or  one  cause  against  an¬ 
other,  in  this  work  of  kingdom  building,  but 
we  view  eaeh  cause  in  the  light  of  kingdom 
needs  and  determine  its  relative  place  in 
the  whole  kingdom  enterprise.  We  do  not 
place  the  primary  emphasis  on  causes,  but 
on  the  kingdom.  Interests  are  important 
not  because  they  are  pet  enterprises,  but 
because  of  their  value  to  kingdom  progress 
Hence  we  have  budgeted  our  work.”  Our 
State  Convention  in  its  annual  meeting  de¬ 
termines  what  things  shall  have  emphasis 
and  just  what  emphasis  shall  be  given  each. 
In  this  way  we  shall  give  to  each  interest  its 
proper  kingdom  emphasis  and  an  edequate 
support. 

Home  Conquest. — Our  program  provides 
for  the  conquest  of  our  own  State  in  order 
that  we  may  have  a  constantly  increasing  in¬ 
fluence  in  world-kingdom  affairs.  It  is  our 
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purpose  to  underpin  the  life  of  Mississippi 
with  the  principles  of  the  gospel  and  shoot 
it  through  and  through  with  the  life  of  Jesus 
Christ  We  want  to  mobilize  the  manhood 
and  the  wealth  of  Mississippi  for  kingdom 
conquest. 

World  Empire. — All  of  our  activities  look 
to  the  establish ment  of  the  world-empire  of 
Jesus.  While  Mississippi  Baptists  are  tak¬ 
ing  their  own  territory  for  Christ  and  mak¬ 
ing  their  own  State  a  Baptist  empire,  they 
are  at  the  same  time  preparing  themselves 
for  a  larger  part  in  the  work  of  world-evan¬ 
gelization.  In  our  program  State  missions 
is  the  tilling  of  the  State  with  the  gospel 
so  that  it  will  be  prepared  to  answer  the 
growing  demand  of  the  world  campaign  with 
an  ever  enlarging  service.  Three  things  at 
least  arc  necessary  for  world  conquest :  ( 1 ) 
a  vital  Christianity;  (2)  saved  men  and 
women;  (3)  consecrated  money.  The  pro¬ 
duction  of  theftc  things  is  essentially  the  task 
of  State  missions.  A  Christian  constituency 
must  stand  behind  a  Christian  propaganda. 
Money  for  this  world’s  evangelization  can 
be  secured  only  from  the  saved.  If  we  would 
project  the  gospel  of  Jesus  into  all  the  world, 
then  our  own  lives  must  root  in  that  gospel 
and  be  an  adequate  expression  of  it. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  program  we  have 
departmentalized  our  work.  Over  each  de¬ 
partment  we  have  placed  a  strong  man. 
Each  one  of  the  field  force  can  and  does  at 
times  do  all  (phases  of  the  work,  but  each 
one  has  a  particular  department  for  which 
he  is  held  responsible.  We  have  our  field 
workers’  conference  once  a  quarter.  In  this 
conference  we  lay  out  our  plans  for  the  com¬ 
ing  quarter  so  that  while  each  one  is  doing 
his  work,  yet,  we  are  all  working  as  a  team 
at  the  larger  (program.  And  while  we  have 
not  yet  realized  our  hopes  our  present  pro¬ 
gram  being  less  than  a  year  old  there  are 
increasing  signs  of  the  wisdom  of  our  plan. 
We  hope  to  Iibvc  Mississippi  on  the  kingdom 
basis  within  the  time  limit  of  our  five-year 
program.

CHAPLAINCIES  IN  THE  ARMY  AND 
NAVY. 

There  is  large  demand  for  chaplaincies  in 
the  army  and  navy.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  anticipating  this  demand  at  its 
recent  session  in  New  Orleans,  instructed  the 
Home  Mission  Board  to  use  its  best  en¬ 
deavors  to  stimulate  and  cultivate  the  inter¬ 
est  of  our  people  in  this  matter  and  care  for 
the  interest  of  the  denomination  as  may  be 
necessary.  The  cooperation  of  the  State 
boards  was  also  earnestly  requested  in  the 
task  of  finding  and  recommending  men  suit¬ 
ed  to  this  responsible  work. 

For  the  sake  of  simplicity  and  effective¬ 
ness  the  War  and  Navy  authorities  have  re¬ 
quested  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches 
to  act  as  intermediary  for  them  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  chaplaincies,  applications  to  pass 
through  this  council  to  the  War  and  Navy 
departments. 

On  July  20,  1917,  in  the  secretary's  office 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  1004  Healey 
building.  Atlanta,  Ga.,  our  Rtate  mission  sec¬ 
retaries  east  of  the  Mississippi  met  in  con¬ 
ference  in  response  to  a  call  from  Secretary 
B.  D.  Gray.  They  adopted  the  following  in 
reference  to  chaplaincies: 

“While  Southern  Baptists  do  not  belong 
to  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  in 
America,  yet,  since  the  government  of  the 
United  States  has  referred  the  matter  of 
chaplaincies  in  the  Army  aud  Navy  to  the 
Federal  Council,  we  in  loyalty  to  our  gov¬ 
ernment  and  to  our  nation  in  the  crisis  that 
confronts  us,  do  hereby  advise  Dr.  B.  D. 
Gray,  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  as  the  official  representative  of 
Southern  Baptists  to  correspond  and  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Federal  Council  with  a 
view  to  securing  for  Southern  Baptists  ade¬ 
quate  representation  in  the  chaplaincies  in 
the  Army  and  Navy.” 

The  Home  Mission  Board  had  previously 
authorized  B.  D.  Gray,  corresponding  secre¬ 


tary,  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  hoard  in  the 
matter  of  chaplaincies 

All  applications  for  chaplains  from  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  ministers,  therefore  should  be 
sent  to  Dr.  Gray.  On  request  application 
blanks  with  all  necessary  information  will 
be  sent. 

The  age  limit  is  from  twentyjfive  to  forty 
years.  l*rcference  will  be  given  to  men  of 
college  training,  theological  seminary  train¬ 
ing  being  desired  also,  to  men;  of  vigorous 
physique,  with  some  knowledge!  of  athletics, 
to  men  of  best  moral  character^  with  vigor¬ 
ous  attractive  personality,  who  have  ability 
to  influence  men  on  moral  and  religious 
lines  and  who  are  deeply  consecrated  relig¬ 
iously,  with  not  less  than  two  years’  exper¬ 
ience  in  pastoral  work

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EDITORIAL. 


NON-RESISTAHCE. 


We  are  uo  advocate  of  war  and  it  awakens 
all  the  flood  gates  of  sorrow  in  our  soul 
when  it  becolnes  a  necessity.  The  religion 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  religion  of  peace,  but 
it  is  a  peace  based  on  eternal  and  unchange¬ 
able  righteousness.  Jesus  is  like  Melehiz- 
edek  in  that  ile  is  first  king  of  righteousness 
and  then  king  of  peace.  He  knew  that  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  itself  would  provoke 
enmity  and  Opposition.  When  the  Itord 
goes  forth  op  a  white  horse  to  introduce 
the  word  of  jthe  kingdom,  there  is  sure  to 
follow  one  op  a  red  horse,  the  symbol  of 
war.  This  wjorld  is  never  going  to  be  set 
right  without  a  fight,  and  it  is  going  to  re¬ 
quire  a  vast  |  deal  of  fighting  to  keep  it 
right. 


These  words  are  said  for  the  help  of  any 
conscientious  people  who  may  have  scuples 
about  assisting  in  any  way  in  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  war  in  which  our  country  is  en¬ 
gaged  With  dodgers  and  slackers  we  have 
no  sympathy  and  little  patience.  \\  ith  men 
who  are  not  q  ilflng  to  contend  and  to  suffer 
for  that  which  they  believe  to  he  right,  and 
if  need  he  to  die  for  it,  there  is  no  argument 
to  waste.  Thpre  is  nothing  in  them  to  make 
men  out  o^.  In  this  latter  class  the  editor 
of  News  and  Truths  does  not  belong,  for  he 


loves  truth  hates  unrighteousness  and  is 
always  reads'  to  contend  for  the  faith  and 
give  a  reasonTor  the  hope  that  is  in  him.  He 
belongs  in  th<  class  of  those  (we  don’t  know 
how  large  it  ia)  who  misinterpret  the  word 
of  (!od  about  not  resisting  evil. 

Jesus  did  Jay  that  His  disciples  were  not 
to  resist  the  ivil  man,  that  they  were  not  to 
retaliate  whep  wrong  was  done  them,  but  it 
is  as  plain  as  the  nose  on  a  man's  face  that 
hr  was  speaking  against  individual  resent¬ 
ment  and  retaliation.  To  make  it  mean  any¬ 
thing  else  will  get  us  into  the  most  impos¬ 
sible  and  ridiculous  confusion.  Hod's  Word 
takns  the  piipishinent  of  wrong  doing  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  man  who  is  wronged  and 
puts  it  into  the  hands  of  competent  and 
properly  constituted  authority.  To  say  that 
no  punishment  is  to  be  visited  on  the  wrong 
doer  is  anarohy  and  chaos.  Few  have  gone 
to  such  lengths  as  that  and  they  are  always 


looked  upon  as  enemies  of  society  and  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  great  Russian  philosopher, 
Tolstoy,  adopted  that  impossible  theory  but 
well  balanced  people  have  never  been  willing 
to  follow  this  erratic  genius. 

Jesus  and  His  disciples  taught  that  the 
powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  Hod,  and 
that  they  are  ministers  of  God,  and  that  they 
bear  not  the  sword  in  vain  that  they  arc  for 
the  punishment  of  evil  doers.  These  things 
are  so  plain  that  it  is  not  likely  anybody 
will  <|uestiou  them.  We  arc  sure  that  Bro¬ 
ther  Boyce  Taylor  will  not.  It  ia  right  for 
the  criminal  to  be  punished ;  it  is  wrong  for 
them  not  to  be.  Force  is  necessary  in  civil 
government,  even  to  the  taking  of  the  life 
of  the  criminal.  The  penalty  of  law  must  he 
visited  on  the  violators  of  law.  To  deny 
this  would  be  to  HI  I  heaven  itself  with  crim¬ 
inals  and  seal  the  gates  of  hell  against  them. 
Hod  certainly  uses  force  and  violence  in 
punishing  the  wicked.  A  man  who  does  not 
believe  that  has  the  root  of  justice  and  right¬ 
eousness  destroyed  in  him.  It  is  the  business 
of  the  state  to  punish  and  suppress  crime 
and  to  protect  society  against  the  criminal.^ 
It  is  not  the  business  of  the  individual.  Jesus 
forbade  him  to  do  it  or  attempt  it,  or  even 
to  cherish  the  spirit  of  retaliation.  The  state 
or  government  that  does  not  protect  its  cit¬ 
izens  against  the  violence  of  the  lawless  is 
a  friend  and  partner  and  protector  of  crim¬ 
inals.  If  the  Tinted  States  had  not  risen 
up  to  protect  its  people  against  the  depra- 
dations  of  Germany  which  defied  all  inter¬ 
national  law  and  the  rights  of  nations,  then 
our  government  would  have  shared  the  guilt 
of  this  iniquity  and  would  have  perished  as 
it  deserved.  The  sheriff  who  does  not  ar¬ 
rest  the  highwayman  has  forfeited  all  right 
to  office  or  respect. 

Brother  Taylor’s  interpretation  of  the 
Scriptures  is  on  a  par  with  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  words  of  the  English  Baptists 
who  said,  “We  never  accepted  the  absolute 
‘non-resistance’  theory  of  the  teaching  of 
Jesus.”  Plainly,* they  did  not  mean  that 
they  did  not  accept  the  .teaching  of  Jesus, 
as  Brother  Taylor  alleges,  hut  that  they  did 
not  accept  that  theory  which  ascribes  to 
Jesus  the  teaching  of  “non-resistance.”  This 
is  clear  from  the  word  being  put  in  quota¬ 
tion  marks,  if  nothing  else.  We  believe  all 
that  Jesus  and  His  prophets  taught  and 
wrote,  but  we  say  most  emphatically  that  we 
do  “not  accept  the  absolute  non-resistance 
theory  of  the  teaching  of  Jesus.”  One  can¬ 
not  help  feeling  that  Brother  Taylor's  con¬ 
fessed  sympathy  with  Germany  as  against 
the  allies  rather  than  the  teaching  of  Jesus 
is  at  the  bottom  of  his  opposition  to  war. 
Anything  that  we  can  do  to  serve  our  coun¬ 
try  in  its  war  against  a  conscienceless,  un¬ 
scrupulous,  barbaric  foe  is  at  its  service. 
My  religion  is  of  the  sort  that  demands  pun¬ 
ishment  upon  those  who  murder  innocent 
women  and  children  and  violate  solemn 
treaties.  Every  citizen  is  and  ought  to  be 
subject  to  draft  for  the  upholding  and  exe¬ 
cuting  of  law. 


With  the  exception  of  very  limited  areas 
in  the  State,  Mississippi  promises  to  make 
the  best  crops  this  year  for  a  long  time  and 
to  get  the  most  for  them  than  ever  in  our 
history.  This  gives  one  a  feeling  of  great 
satisfaction  after  years  of  short  crops  in 
most  of  the  State  and  high  prices  for  all  we 
had  to  buy.  And  yet  with  all  the  prospect 
of  good  harvests  and  good  prices,  we  rejoice 
with  trembling.  No;  we  are  not  like  the 
old  lady  who  said  she  always  felt  particu¬ 
larly  bad  when  she  felt  well,  for  she  knew 
she  was  sure  to  “feel  wuss.”  We  should 
like  to  give  way  to  unalloyed  satisfaction, 
hut  there  are  several  thipgs  on  the  horizon 
that  make  us  take  our  pleasure  with  modera 
tion. 

One  of  these  is  that  the  crop  is  not  entirely 
made  yet,  and  there  may  he  many  a  chance 
for  a  slip  between  the  cup  and  the  lip.  God 
can  cause  anything  to  come  to  pass,  and  He 
who  sends  prosperity  can  as  easily  and 
uqickly  send  adversity.  Does  He  not  say, 
“Behold,  I  create  good;  I  also  create  evil." 
He  sends  whatsoever  seems  good.  In  this  it 
is  not  meant  to  say  that  He  is  arbitrary,  ca¬ 
pricious,  certainly  not  malignant.  But  that 
He  has  good  reason  for  what  He  does  and 
sends  what  He  does  for  cause.  If  men  pro¬ 
voke  Him  by  ingratitude  and  make  not  good 
use  of  His  gifts.  He  graciously  removes  the 
blessing  lest  it  become  a  curse.  It  is  a  fear¬ 
ful  sin  to  forget  God  and  fail  to  recognize 
Him  with  thankfulness.  Isft  us  be  thankful, 
knowing  we  are  dependent  on  His  bounty 
Hnd  goodness.  Remember  He  says.  “Because 
they  glorified  Him  not  as  God.  neither  gave 
thanks,  hut  became  vain  in  their  reasonings 
and  their  senseless  heart  was  darkened 
*  •  •  wherefore  God* gave  them  up.”  All 
the  train  of  ills,  the  lineage  of  ain.  follows 
upon  failure  to  glorify  Ilim  as  God  in  thank¬ 
ful  recognition.  May  the  goodness  of  God 
lead  us  to  repentance,  to  finding  and  keeping 
the  right  attitude  toward  Him  in  our  time 
of  blessing.  But  the  recognition  of  God  is 
not  a  simple  mental  acknowledgment  of  His 
existence  and  His  bounty  -,  it  is  the  purpose  to 
make  the  good  and  right  use  of  His  gifts. 
We  are  stewards  of  His  bounty  and  the  virtue 
of  stewardship  is  to  be  found  faithful.  If 
we  do  not  make  Christian  use  of  what  God 
is  giving  us  this  year  if  we  do  not  purpose 
now  to  do  it,  and  faithfully  and  conscien¬ 
tiously  carry  out  the  purpose,  then  we  may 
exjieet  nothing  but  chastisement.  We  have 
no  desire  to  be  a  Jeremiah ;  we  are  a  prophet 
of  hope,  but  as  sure  as  God  gives  to  us  of 
His  bounty  so  sure  does  He  expect  us  to  he 
faithful  in  the  execution  of  His  trust.  NN  <• 
dare  not  hoard  it  for  our  selfish  nleasure 
and  personal  profit  We  must  honor  God 
with  our  substance  and  with  the  first  fruits 
of  our  increase  if  we  expect  Him  to  fill  our 
bt;rns  with  plenty  and  our  hearts  with  joy. 
We  are  on  the  verge  of  world  want  and  na¬ 
tional  peril.  Our  prosperity  could  in  one 
night  be  turned  to  ashes  and  our  abundance 
into  poverty.  God  is  blessing  us  at  a  most 
critical  time,  a  time  when  His  help  is  more 
needed  than  ever  before  if  such  a  compari¬ 
son  is  possible.  It  is  estimated  that  the  corn 
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crop  in  Mississippi  will  be  nearly  twice  its 
average  annual  yield  anti  that  when  the 
price  is  three  times  what  it  usually  is.  Cot¬ 
ton  is  twenty-five  cents  a  pound  anti  the 
yield  promises  to  be  the  best  in  ten  years. 
Lumber  is  the  liest  price  ever  and  more  of  it 
is  being  cut.  Money  was  never  so  easy  in  the 
State  as  now. 

This  is  the  time  to  pay  off  all  old  church 
debts,  the  time  to  increase  the  meager  sal¬ 
aries  of  pastors.  “Let  him  that  is  taught  in 
the  word  share  With  him  who  teaches  in  all 
good  things.”  This  is  a  time  when  the  or¬ 
phanage  anti  the  hospitals  and  the  colleges 
should  enjoy  our  littoral  support.  Old  sub¬ 
set  iptions  should  be  paitl  atitl  new  ones  made 
The  mission  otTorings  should  now  break  all 
records.  The  money  should  be  put  to  good 
use  in  sending  our  boys  and  girls  to  school 
that  they  may  be  fitted  for  their  life  work. 
The  hanks  advertise  that  your  deposits  are 
guaranteed  by  tin1  State,  anti  so  they  are; 
but  there  is  a  better  guarantee  than  banks 
ami  states  Money  can  be  transferred  anti 
transmuted  into  the  coin  that  is  current  in 
the  eternal  kingdom  of  God.  Make  to  your¬ 
selves  friends  by  means  of  the  mammon  of 
unrighteousness  that  when  it  fails,  they  may 
receive  you  into  the  eternal  habitations. 
Dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  this  is  your  oppor¬ 
tunity;  what  will  you  do  with  it  T 

A  QUEEN  OR  A  QUEAN. 


With  the  first  of  these  words  we  are  all 
familiar;  with  tile  other  we  are  not  so  well 
actpiainted,  and  yet  it  is  an  ancient  if  not 
honorable  word,  preserved  mostly  in  the 
speech  of  Scotland.  The  truth  is  they  are 
originally  the  siine  word,  though  in  time 
they  came  to  be  spelled  differently  anti  to 
have  a  meaning  altogether  different  if  not 
exactly  opposite.  They  both  mean  simply 
“woman,”  and  are  the  equivalent  of  the 
Greek  gune  which  is  sometimes  used  for  wife 
or  mother,  but  generally  simply  woman. 

Hut  early  in  the  history  of  the  language 
as  doubtless  early  in  the  history  of  the  race, 
the  words  and  the  women  began  to  part  com¬ 
pany,  one  going  the  highway  and  the  other 
going  the  byway;  one  becoming  a  badge  of 
honor  and  distinction,  the  other  indicating 
a  slovenly,  slattopnly  female,  without  ambi¬ 
tion  or  pride  A  queen  is  a  lady  of  royal 
bearing  anti  ideals;  a  quean  is  a  bedraggled 
slouch  without  proper  care  of  her  person, 
whose  dress  and  carriage  excite  compassion 
or  contempt.  Thtift  does  the  process  of  de¬ 
velopment  and  tlifferentiation  go  on.  A 
woman  may  become  a  queen  or  a  quean.  Out¬ 
side  the  pale  of  Christianity  her  course  has 
been  always  downwartl.  In  Christ  her  path 
way  has  always  been  upward.  She  becomes 
deserving  of  honor  anti  the  recipient  of 
honor. 

The  two  agencies  for  the  uplift  of  woman¬ 
hood  are  a  Christian  home  and  a  Christian 
school.  In  the  first  kindness  and  gentleness 
form  the  early  traits  of  character  anil  awak¬ 
en  a  holy  purposa  and  ambition.  In  a  Chris¬ 
tian  school  the  mind  is  quickened  and  the 
Christian  aspirations  developed  and  trained 
by  being  directed  to  proper  objectives.  Noth¬ 
ing  can  take  the  jplace  of  the  home,  but  the 
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right  sort  of  school,  with  true  ideals  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  spirit  of  Christ,  is  necessary 
to  make  a  queenly,' that  is.  a  womanly  wom¬ 
an.  Don’t  fail  to  give  your  girl  a  chance  in 
the  making  of  a  character  which  fives  her 
a  royal  place  in  the  home  and  in  the  service 
of  (Trist. 

CAMP  SHELBY,  HATTIESBURG 


While  1  am  sure  that  the  jieople  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  know  of  the  location  of  the  army 
encampment  here.  I  am  quite  certain  that 
very  few  have  a  correct  idea  of  its  magnitude 
or  •  of  its  importance  to  our  State  and  to 
Hattiesburg  especially.  For  this  reason  I 
write  you  the  following : 

It  is  located  10  and  one-half  miles  south¬ 
east  of  this  city,  on  the  Mississippi  Central 
Railroad,  and  not  far  from  the  Gulf  &  Ship 
Island  Railroad.  It  occupies  an  area  of  two 
thousand  and  five  hundred  acres.  It  is  two 
miles  square,  and  has  for  artillery  practice 
a  range  of  eight  miles.  The  soil  is  of  an 
open  sandy  nuture  and  the  drainage  is  per¬ 
fect.  The  elevation  is  perhaps  greater  than 
that  of  any  similar  quantity  of  land  between 
this  city  ami  Mobile.  There  is  a  breeze 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  which  is  only  sixty 
miles  south  during  most  of  the  day.  I  doubt 
if  there  is  a  more  ideal  location  for  a  mili¬ 
tary  training  of  a  large  number  of  men  avail¬ 
able  in  the  United  States. 

The  w’ork  preparatory  for  the  coming  of 
thirty-five  thousand  men  of  the  great  army 
which  the  government  is  organizing  has  been 
in  progress  about  two  weeks  and  the  amount 
done  is  simply  amazing.  They  have  from 
1,500  to  2,000  men  at  work.  Houses  are  be¬ 
ing  and  are  to  be  built  by  scores  anti  hun¬ 
dreds  and  thousands.  To  give  you  an  idea 
of  this  stupendous  proposition,  it  is  only  nec¬ 
essary  to  state  that  there  will  be  three  hun¬ 
dred  kitchens. 

A  public  highway  has  been  graded.  Much 
of  this  has  been  graveled  and  the  balance 
is  being  completed  as  fast  as  the  labor  to  be 
had  can  do  the  work. 

In  only  a  few  more  weeks  we  will  have 
thirty-five  thousand  men  and  eight  thousand 
rnd  five  hundred  animals  tented  and  housed 
in  this  new  city  of  four  square  miles  dimen¬ 
sion. 

The  Mississippi  Central  Railroad,  which 
through  its  very  prompt  anil  genial  general 
manager,  Mr.  R.  K.  Smith,  has  done  much 
toward  bringing  to  Hattiesburg  this  great 
“institution,  has  run  and  is  running  spurs 
into  various  parts  of  the  encampment,  where 
warerooms  have  been  built  for  the  purpose 
of  storing  millions  of  dollars’  worth  of  food 
for  man  and  beast.  Trains  arc  to  be  run 
let  ween  Hattiesburg  and  (’amp  Shelby  each 
vay,  every  hour.  I  learn  that  the  G.  &  S. 
1.  Railroatl  will  build  a  spur  to  that  portion 
of  the  encampment  nearest  its  line.  There 
will  be  two  or  more  daily  mails  with  a 
branch  postoffice  from  this  city.  A  system 
of  waterworks  will  go  into  every  part  of  the 
tamp.  It  will  have  electric  lights  and  will 
have  direct  telegraph  and  telephone  com¬ 
munication  with  all  the  outside  world. 

We  people  of  Hattiesburg  feel  proud  that 
we  are  to  have  with  us  this  city  of  soldiers. 
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the  entire  State.  We  are  not  at  aH  selfish 
We  are  glad,  not  for  ourselves  only  but  for 
about  the  good  that  should  com*  of  it.  or 
the  great  opportunity  it  brings  for  us  to 
tlo  good  and  render  n  serviee  to  the  country 
we  love. 

We  believe  it  ought  to.  and  should,  be  a 
benefit  to  our  entire  State  anti  that  those  of 
us  who  are  nearest  to  it  should  have  the 
hearty  cooperation  an  1  help  of  all  Missis 
sippi  in  order  to  meet  the  obligations  we 
ere  under  to  these  young  men  and  their 
loved  ones  at  home.  Soldiers  are  like  other 
people  and  that  means  that  they  need  the 
sympathy  anil  help  of  others.-  Much  has  been 
■  aid  about  the  danger  to  the  morals  of  a 
community  tvhere  it  is  brought  into  contact 
with  so  large  a  number  of  meit  who  are 
away  from  the  restrictions  of  home  and 
church  influences.  I  am  not  sur*  but  that 
a  soldier  is  about  as  likely  to  be  hurt  as  he 
is  t  ohuri  others  1  spent  several  years  in 
cue  of  the  most  dreadful  wars  of  modem 
times.  My  observation  then  led  mo  to  believe 
that  a  great  many  people  were  as  anxious 
to  furnish  him  with  bad  company  as  he  was 
to  find  it.  I  hope  that  those  who  ate  coming 
will  not  be  made  any  worse  by  their  stay 
here,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Hatties¬ 
burg  is  as  wt  11  prepared  to  meet  the  situa¬ 
tion  in  prospect  as  is  any  other  place  known 
to  me. 

The  friends  of  these  soldiers  will  be  row¬ 
ing  here  from  Indiana.  Kentucky.  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  from  all  part*  of  the  nation.  These 
should  be  made  welcome,  and  to  feel  that 
Iheir  boys  arc  with  friends.  As  M>on  as  they 
reach  the  State  they  should  find  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  kindness.  The  people  of  Mississip¬ 
pi  should  show  to  each  and  all  of  them  every 
possible  courtesy  and  consideration.  It  will 
help  them,  help  the  soldiers  help  Our  conn 
try.  help  ourselves  and  above  all.  $t  will  be 
right. 

These  sons  of  our  sister  states  are  coming 
here  to  prepare  to  serve  their  country  on 
fields  of  battle  beyond  the  ocean.  No  one 
can  appreciate  a  kindness  more  than  does 
the  brave  mtui  who  places  his  services  and 
hia  life  at  the  dis|K>sal  of  his  country  and  no 
one  can  feel  more  keenly  bii.v  neglect  or 
slight  that  may  be  shown  him  by  those  for 
whose  interest  he  has  imperiled  all  that  is 
dear  to  him  in  this  world. 

I  know  from  experience  what  it  means 
to  suffer  as  a  soldier,  on  the  inarqh,  in  the 
liospital.  on  the  field  of  hnttl  -.  from  hunger, 
thirst  anil  scenes  of  blood  and  suffering  of 
every  kind  and  degree.  My  heart  goes  out 
in  deepest  sympathy  for  those  who  vt  ill  proh 
ably  soon  pass  through  the  same  trials  li 
is  my  earnest  prayer  that  the  kindness  of 
our  people  w  'II  tic  such  as  to  make  their  stay 
with  us  a  pleasant  memory  for  all  time  to 
come.  When  far  away,  across  the  sea.  they 
think  of  their  country  as  the  home  of  the 
brave  and  the  land  of  the  free.  1  wnnt  them 
to  think  of  Mississippi  as  a  place  where  God 
reigns,  anil  where  good  men  an  I  women  are 
praying  for  them.

AWAKENING  IN  MOSLEM  LANDS 

Dr.  Samuel  M,  Zwemer  is  ciuoted  in  the 
Missionary  RevieW  of  the  World  for  August, 
as  follows: 

“The  changes  that  have  eoine  on  account 
of  the  war  indicaite  already  the  dawn  of  new 
opportunities  in  West  Arabia,  on  the  borders 
of  Palestine  and;  in  Egypt. 

“The  new  kingdom  of  Mecca,  which  is  a 
direct  result  of  the  war.  has  its  own  postal 
service  and  a  now  errf  is  opened  in  the  life 
of  Arabia,  Meceii  has  become  the  capital  of 
a  new  kingdom'  The  Turkish  power  has 
disappeared  and  I  the  Grand  Sheriff  was  de¬ 
clared  king  of  Arabia  on  November  4.  1916, 
when  new  flags  were  flying  over  government 
t  inldings  Orders  have  been  given  to  the 
post  and  telegraph  departments  to  lay  tel¬ 
ephone  wires  between  Mecca  and  Jidda- 
There  are  rumoiV  of  a  wireless  telegraph, 
and  a  ehamber  of'eommeree  has  beeii  created 
at  the  port  of  Jidda.  Best  of  all.  the  new 
government  has  tjccided  to  create  schools  in 
Mecca  and  other  towns  for  free  education 

“For  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a 
distant  revival  of  the  book  trade  in  Egypt. 
New  editions  ofi  old  and  standard  works 
have  appeared  fr«nn  the  Moslem  press,  some 
of  these  are  works  printed  for  the  first  time 
from  rare  MSS.  found  in  European  libraries 
and  edited  by  European  scholars  The  anti- 
t  hristian  press  islalso  active  and  the  Moslem 
trnet  societies  have  colporteurs  who  wo.-k 
far  into  the  night;  they  hse  the  post  as  a 
•distributing  agency ;  their  documents  are  at¬ 
tractively  printed  and  are  often  given  out  at 
the  doors  of"  Christian  schools  and  meeting 
places. 

“Another  sign  of  the  times,  noted  by  Dr. 
S.  M.  Zwemer  in  a  recent  letter,  is  the  new 
interest  in  the  education  and  uplift  of  wom¬ 
anhood.  The  Young  Woman’s  Christian  As¬ 
sociation  is  proposing  to  publish  a  magazine 
for  the  girls  and  women  of  Egypt.  Leaders 
of  thought  in  Egypt  are  to  contribute  arti¬ 
cles.  some  of  which  will  be  in  Arabic,  some 
in  English,  soing  in  French  and  one.  at  least, 
will  be  in  two  languages.  It  is.  proposed  to 
include  articles  qn  history,  biography,  cur¬ 
rent  events.  vonulA'i  sphere  in  the  home  and 
work  in  the  world,  the  education  and  train¬ 
ing  of  the  child,  with  information  on  social 
m<u"al  anil  religious  matters,  while  considera¬ 
ble  space  will  be  given  to  dress,  art.  nee  lie- 
work.  music,  cookery,  etc. 

“Dr.  Zwemer  eonsiders  this  one  of  the 
most  strategic  and  living  proposals  of  ad¬ 
vance  effort  amid  all  the  diverse  and  mani¬ 
fold  plans  of  missionary  work. 

“It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  power  of 
Christian  literature  in  the  intellectual  awak¬ 
ening  of  Moslems.  This  is  to  the  missionary 
what  ammunition  is  to  the  soldier.' 

An  army  ehaplHtn  holds  the  rank  of  cap¬ 
tain  and  his  salary  is  $‘2,400  a  year. 


I  am  happy  to  kuow  you  are  so  willing  to

advert  iseinents. 

Tell  ns.  does  weak  knees  ever  affect 
preachers,  or  just  bench  members,  and  is 
there  ever  a  ease  so  bad  that  a  whole  church 
(?)  is  infected,  or  is  it  an  infection?  Can 
vaccination  prevent? 

If  a  Baptist  congregation  is  at  the  Lord’s 
supper  and  the  servants  pass  “the  broken 
loaf  and  poured  out  wine”  to  “pedos,"  who 
happen  to  be  in  the  congregation,  would  it 
be  violent  to  say  it  is  the  result  of  “weak 
knees”  or  a  ease  of  “not  like  faith  and  or¬ 
der?”  Could  your  definition  of  evangelical, 
orthodox,  like  faith  and  order  affiliate  such? 
One  old-fashioned  Baptist  brother  requests 
that  I  ask  you  to  define  the  relations  of  “re¬ 
pentance  and  faith.”  How  placed?  For  he 
wants  to  cut  out  your  reply  for  his  “denom¬ 
inational  scrapbook,”  to  show  to  his  pas¬ 
tor  who  has  preached  that  “faith  must  al¬ 
ways  precced  repentance." 

He  said,  also,  not  that  you  need  help  at 
ell.  but  to  call  out  and  get  some  of  our 
North  Mississippi  “16-inch  guns”  to  partic¬ 
ipate  in  these  questions. 

ANOTHER  “DEARER  ” 


The  need  for  the  former  “fifth  Sunday 
meeting”  or  circle  meetings  in  the  associa¬ 
tions  has  been  largely  removed  by  the  or¬ 
ganizing  of  the  associations  over  smaller 
areas,  as  by  counties;  also  by  the  organizing 
of  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  conven¬ 
tions.  But  some  of  our  larger  associations 
are  suffering  by  trying  to  cover  too  much 
territory.  Efficiency  rather  than  sentiment 
should  control  in  this  matter  as  in  all  the 
Lord’s  work. 


THE  NATIONAL  ENCAMPMENTS  ARE  A 
CHALLENGE  TO  THE  MORAL  FORCES 
OF  THE  SOUTH 


(Richard  II  Edmonds.  Editor,  in  Manufac- 
tnrers  Record,  July  26,  1917.) 


Within  a  mouth  or  two  between  half  a 
million  and  a  million  men,  entirely  new  to 
the  South,  will  have  been  gathered  together 
in  the  encampments  which  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  United  States  Army,  stretch¬ 
ing  from  Maryland  to  Texas. 

The  selection  of  these  encampments  is,  we 
believe,  from  every  point  of  view  a  wise 
one.  It  was  made  by  men  who  are  not  con¬ 
trolled  by  any  local  or  sectional  feeling  in 
regard  to  the  South.  General  Wood  and 
others  responsible  for  deciding  on  these 
(amps  could  not  be  charged  with  being  dom¬ 
inated  bv  politics  or  by  any  desire  to  be  sec¬ 
tional  in  their  decision.  H  is  gratifying, 
therefore,  from  that  point  of  view  and  from 
that  of  the  material  value  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  these  great  camps  that  the  South 
has  been  selected  for  so  many  of  them. 

The  selection  of  this  section  throws  upon 
the  South  a  responsibility  greater  than  it 
ever  before  faced,  or  greater  than  any  other 
section  of  this  country  ever  faced,  to  make 
its  moral  forces  meet  the  dangers  which 
threaten  every  camp  wherever  organized 
The  million  or  more  young  men  who  during 
the  next  year  or  two  will  be  brought  into 
the  South  and  trained  for  the  army  will  be 
morally  as  well  as  physically  better  or  worse 
as  a  result  of  being  encamp.!  in  the  South, 
according  to  the  way  in  which  the  moral  and 
the  religious  forces  of  this  section  meet  the 
responsibility. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  every  man  and  wom¬ 
an  in  this  section  to  recognize  that  this  is  the 
greatest  responsibility  ever  placed  upon  this 
section. 

It  is  a  responsibility  individually  to  the 
men,  who  should  be  regarded  as  guests  of 
the  South  and  treated  with  every  possible 
courtesy  and  consideration,  and  protected  to 
the  utmost  extreme  from  every  danger  and 
temptation. 

It  is  a  responsibility  which  the  South  owes 
to  the  parents  of  these  young  men,  that  they 
may  know  that,  in  this  land  which  has  been 
credited — and  we  trust  justly — with  patriot¬ 
ism.  with  hospitality  and  with  devotion  to 
morality  and  religion,  these  sons  of  theirs 
shall  be  as  safely  guarded  as  if  in  their  owe 
homes. 

It  is  a  responsibility  which  this  section 
owes  to  the  nation  and  to  civilization  that 
these  million  or  more  young  men  while  in 
the  South  shall  be  protected  from  every  pos¬ 
sible  evil,  that  they  may  be  trained  physi¬ 
cally,  mentally  and  morally  to  be  equipped 
for  the  mighty  task  to  which  the  nation  and 
civilization  have  called  them. 

No  man  in  the  South  can  afford  to  say  that 
because  these  camps  are  not  located  in  his 
particular  vicinity  there  is  no  responsibility 
resting  upon  him.  The  responsibility  rests 
upon  every  man  and  woman  in  the  South. 
Those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  these 
camps  must  give  of  their  time,  their  work, 
their  consecration  to  the  higher  and  holier 
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things  of  life  as  well  as  their  money,  but 
they  must  be  backed  up  by  the  moral  and 
financial  forces  of  other  parts  of  the  South, 
that  the  work  may  be  carried  on  with  abun¬ 
dant  means  and  with  the  united  strength  of 
the  South. 

These  mob  who  are  coming  into  this  sec¬ 
tion  are  gofcg  to  be  the  better  or  the  worse 
for  their  experience.  The  destiny  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  may  toi  a  large  extent,  be  shaped  by  the 
way  in  whioh  the  South  meets  this  problem 

In  the  communities  adjacent  to  these 
camps  every  church  should  be  opened  from 
early  morning  till  late  at  night,  equipped 
with  books  and  papers  and  writing  materials 
and  the  men  in  the  camps  should  be  made  to 
feel  that  at.  any  moment  when  off  duty  they 
can  enter  any  of  these  churches  and  find  a 
hearty  welcome  and  an  opportunity  to  read 
or  write  or  to  meet  some  of  the  leaders,  men 
and  women,  in  the  religious  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Some  will  say  that  this  will  cost 
money.  Suppose  it  doest  What  are  the  poo 
pie  in  these  communities  going  to  do  with 
their  money  that  is  higher  and  better  and 
nobler  than  to  spend  it  in  the  interest  of 
thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  these 
young  men.  who  have  come  into  this  section 
to  train  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  save 
the  women  and  the  children  of  this  section 
from  the  fearful  destruction  of  German  bar¬ 
barism? 

From  every  pulpit  in  the  South  these  facts  _ 
should  be  proclaimed,  and  every  church  that 
fails  to  measure  up  to  this  situation  will  be 
recreant  to  its  responsibility  to  the  nation 
and  to  God. 

Instead  of  rejoicing  that  these  encamp¬ 
ments  have  been  established  in  the  South, 
merely  from  the  material  point  of  view  that 
their  coming  will  mean  increased  business 
activity  in  the  community,  this  section  should 
be  stirred  by  a  profound  sense  of  responsi 
bility.  for  unless  it  meets  this  responsibility 
in  a  way  worthy  of  the  situation  the  coming 
of  these  men  will  prove  a  curse  to  them  and 
an  injury  to  the  nation  and  a  danger  to  civ¬ 
ilization. 

In  this  section,  where  home  life  is  sacred, 
where  a  large  proportion  of  the  population 
is  true  to  the  old  traditions  of  integrity  and 
honor,  where  the  Bible  is  still  the  most  hon¬ 
ored  book,  and  where  the  dominant  influ¬ 
ences  are  concentrated  in  religious  activities, 
there  should  be  an  immediate  awakening  to 
the  tremendous  responsibility  to  give  to  these 
incoming  mob  every  possible  advantage  of 
religious  life  and  social  life,  of  protection 
from  temptations  which  so  constantly  sur 
round  great  encampments,  that  they  may  be 
the  better  fob  their  coming  into  the  South, 
and  that  the  South  may  be  tremendously 
broadened  and  developed  by  their  coining 
and  by  the  work  which  it  does  in  measuring 
up  to  this  opportunity  to  serve  God  and  hu¬ 
manity.

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MAKING  THE  BUDGET  PLAN  WORK 


The  question  as  to  whether  or  not  “it” 
will  work  is  largely  determined  by  the  way 
the  plan  is  launched.  The  best  plan  in  the 
world,  in  any  line  of  business,  may  be  doom¬ 
ed  to  failure  if  it  is  given  a  clumsy  and  care¬ 
less  start.  We  too  often  fling  our  [dans  at 
the  church  and  expect  them  to  work  them¬ 
selves,  when  we  know  full  well  that  any  plan 
must  be  properly  installed  and  properly  op¬ 
erated  if  it  proves  satisfactory.  We  realize 
this  to  be  true  in  business,  but  we  are  slow 
to  practice  it  in  church  work. 

After  the  suggestions  in  the  last  two  arti¬ 
cles  have  been  carried  out,  in  reference  to 
preparing  for  the  adoption  of  the  budget 
plan,  then  the  following  points,  if  carefully 
obserwd,  will  go  far  towards  making  the 
plan  a  delightful  success: 

First — Make  the  committees,  or  teams, 
who  assist  in  making  the  every-member  can¬ 
vass  permanent  helpers  to  the  financial  sec¬ 
retary  through  the  year  in  keeping  the  mem 
hers  on  their  various  lists  in  faithful  con¬ 
formity  to  the  plan  of  systematic  giving  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  the  plan. 

Second — When  taking  the  pledges,  if  pos¬ 
sible.  have  a  subscription  card  printed,  show¬ 
ing  the  whole  schedule  of  gifts  intended  to 
be  taken  care  of  by  the  budget,  so  the  sub¬ 
scriber  may  be  thoroughly  informed  as  to 
the  way  every  cent  of  his  money  is  to  be  ex¬ 
pended. 

Third — The  use  of  tile  envelope  system 
must  be  fully  explained.  Unless  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  envelope  system  is  faithfully  car¬ 
ried  out,  the  important  feature  of  systematic 
giving  cannot  be  enforced. 

Fourth — A  proper  sort  of  record  book 
should  be  provided  for  keeping  an  individ¬ 
ual  account  with  every  member  of  the 
church.  If  he  subscribes  and  pays  the  book 
will  show  it.  If  he  refuses  to  subscribe  and 
pay,  the  book  will  show  his  account  just  the 
same.  The  church  should  leave  every  mem¬ 
ber  without  excuse  in  the  matter  of  sup¬ 
porting  the  work. 

Fifth — The  treasurer  should  render  ail 
itemized  statement  to  the  church  every 
month,  showing  all  receipts  and  disburse 
ments.  These  statements  should  be  given  the 
wi  lest  possible  publicity  among  the  mem¬ 
bership.  The  people  want  to  know  and 
ought  to  know  about  the  financial  work  of 
the  church,  since  they  are  all  expected  to 
have  a  part  in  it.

Perhaps  the  most  notable  feature  of  our 
department  is  the  admirable  work  done  hy 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Cronk,  chairman  of  the  literature 
Summit  tee  of  the  Lutheran  Church  South. 
On  Sunday  morning  and  Monday  evening 
she  gave  two  addresses  in  the  auditorium  to 
the  whole  body.  The  subject  on  Sunday 
morning  wes,  “In  Tune,”  a  change  from 
the  subject  on  the  program,  as  Mrs.  Cronk 
believed  this  was  better  suited  to  the  day 
and  audience.  With  a  wealth  of  illustra¬ 
tion  an.l  an  earnest  and  reverent  spirit  she 
pled  eloquently  for  an  effort  on  our  part 
to  get  “in  tune”  with  Hod’s  plans  and  pur¬ 
poses  for  us;  that  we  “let  this  mind  he  in  us 
that  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,”  his  whole 
thought  and  plan  from  tlu*  time  he  was  found 
in  the  temple  “about  His  Father’s  business.’ 
to  the  last  command.  “Ho  ye.”  being  the 
missionary  plan  and  program.  With  her 
heart  in  her  voice  anil  eyes,  she  urged  that 
we  do  not  miss  the  everyday  opportunities 
of  bringing  others  to  Christ.  Again  and 
again,  through  the  five  addresses,  she  stress¬ 
ed  the  many  opportunities  that  come  to  us 
all,  many  of  which  we  let  slip-  Her  second 
address  to  the  whole  body  on  Monday  eve¬ 
ning  was  on  the  "Lilliputian  Heresy.”  in 
which  she  score  |  those  of  us  who  think  in 
terms  of  littleness  of  our  mission  work,  when 
we  Mj«*ak  of  a  little  meeting,  n  little  talk. 
i  little  gift,  and  even  a  little  prayer.  This 
address  has  appeared  in  a  recent  number  of 
the  Missionary  Review  of  the  World,  and  is 
well  worth  the  cost  of  the  magazine.  Send 
for  it  (the  issue  will  cost  you  25  cents)  and 
read  it  carefully. 

The  three  lectures  given  at  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  I'nion  conference  hour  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  were  invaluable  to  our  women  and  a 
goodly  number  gathered  to  hear  them  in 
spite  of  other  attractions.  In  the  first  lec¬ 
ture  on  "Secrets  of  Interesting  Meetings” 
Mrs.  Cronk  brought  us  from  her  missionary 
garden  a  pod  of  peas— Prevailing  Prayer; 
we  know  where  the  source  of  wisdom  and 
power  is,  yet  we  do  not  go  to  get  it.  If  we 
are  to  give  a  message  from  Hod.  we  must  go 
to  Hod  to  get  it.  Previous  Preparation,  hos¬ 
tesses  who  prepare  room  and  welcome  mem¬ 
bers  and  visitors,  announcements  in  papers. 
Prepare  I  Programs-,  we  think  if  we  grab 
the  program  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time 
of  meeting,  it’s  the  Lord’s  work  and  “the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.” 
Don’t  give  your  society  canned  programs, 
hut  take  the  program  thftt  is  given  you  and 
make  something  (croquettes)  of  it.  and  gar¬ 
nish  the  dish.  Plan  the  music,  use  the  wall 
space  for  announcements  and  posters. 

Personal  Participation :  Cse  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  as  possible  in  the  program;  think  of 
things  to  do  and  of  people  who  can  do  them. 
Perfect  Promptness:  Begin  on  time  and  in 
time.  Parliamentary  Practice:  Orderly  and 
businesslike.  Patient  Persistence:  The  en¬ 
gineers  on  the  C.  &  C.  Railroad  cut  through 
eighteen  tunnels  in  order  to  make  the  road ; 
we  should  be  willing  to  go  on  through  eigh¬ 


teen  tunnels  of  difficulties.  She  s^id  she 
would  take  the  woman’s  privilege  of  adding 
a  few  postscripts.  Be  enthusiastic.  Dou  t 
think  you  are  the  only  one  willing  to  do  any¬ 
thing  for  the  church  Pass  the  meetings  on. 
Don’t  berate  those  present  for  those  absent. 
Tie  a  string  to  them  for  the  next  meeting 
(by  posters). 

On  Tuesday  the  subject  was.  “The  Possi¬ 
bilities  of  Printer’s  Ink.’’  The  speaker  dwelt 
on  the  great  usefulness  of  leaflets,  telling 
many  interesting  stories  of  what  had  been 
accomplished  by  them,  an  1  by  missionary 
books.  She  suggested  the  use  of  missionary 
leaflets  as  Christmas  and  Easter  cards,  send¬ 
ing  in  letters  to  friends,  giving  a  missionary 
hook  instead  of  a  box  of  candy,  etc.  She 
told  an  interesting  story  of  what  had  been 
accomplished  hy  one  five  dollars  given  her 
Ui  be  spent  in  missionary  literature,  and 
had  a  prompt  demonstration  of  the  good  ac¬ 
complished  in  her  talk.  A  lady  in  the  aud¬ 
ience  went  up  to  her  afterwards  and  asked 
her  to  take  another  five  ditllars  to  be  expend¬ 
ed  in  the  same  way!  The  use  of  posters  was 
illustrated  by  a  great  number  of  ingenious 
and  inspiring  posters  which  she  displayed 
to  the  audience. 

Into  her  last  talk.  “Converting  Conven¬ 
tion  Enthusiasm  Into  Everyday  Service  ” 
Mrs.  Cronk  threw  all  the  force  of  her  strong 
and  winning  personality.  She  used  the  il¬ 
lustration  of  Moses  coming  down  from  the 
mount  and  finding  the  Israelites  so  far  from 
his  own  exalted  state  of  mind  that  he  broke 
his  notes,  the  tables  of  stone;  she  reminded 
us.  also,  of  those  disciples  on  the  Mount  of 
Transfiguration  who  wanted  to  stay  there  al¬ 
ways  ;  but  Christ  had  them  come  down  and 
put  their  vision  into  service.  Best  work  is 
not  always  done  in  hours  of  joy. 

“Tasks  in  hours  of  insight  willed.

The  wa  •  to  keep  the  vision  is  to  incarnate 
it.  Ho  home  and  giye  what  you  have  receiv¬ 
ed  to  others.

Pray  for  definite 
things,  for  souls,  for  workers,  for  money.

soldiers  at  every  camp.  The  Roman 
Catholic  church  will  be  represented 
by  headquarters,  undpr  the  auspices 
of  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  this  each  organised  regi¬ 
ment  will  have  a  chaplain,  and  these 
will  be  apportioned  among  the  sev¬ 
eral  denominations  as  fairly  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Mr.  Fosdiek  sayt: 

"We  strong  desire  to  enlist  the  aid 
and  ro-operatiou  of  the  churches  in 
the  cities  and  sections  adjoining  the 
camps.  Every  man  in  the  camps  will 
be  freely  accessible  to  communica¬ 
tions  and  visits  of  those  interested 
in  the  moral  and  religious  side  of 
the  camp,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  the 
ministers  and  members  of  accessible 
churches  will  not  hesitate  to  get  In 
touch  with  the  men  and  invite  them 
to  the  services  and  In  all  other  ways 
show  an  interest  in  them.  The  com¬ 
mission  Is  doing  much  in  a  prepara¬ 
tory  way  to  rid  the  camp  locations  of 
all  morally  onhealthful  Influences 
In  San  Antonio,  Texas,  where  one  of 
the  largest  camps  wilf  be  located,  we 
have  already  entirely  obliterated  the 
red  light  district — and  It  was  one  of 
the  worst  in  the  country;  likewise  in 
El  Paso,  where  there  is  a  large  of- 
hcers'  training  camp,  we  have  closed 
all  of  the  questionable  resorts  for  a 
wide  radius  adjoining  the  camp.  This 
work  we  are  doing  also  in  all  the 
other  sections  where  the  training 
ramps  will  be  located,  and  the 
churches  and  all  religious  organiza¬ 
tions  are  giving  us  invaluable  help  I 
In  bringing  cleaner  conditions.  The 
President  has  the  authority — and  will 
doubtless  use  It — to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  liquor  near  any  training  camp,  and 
its  sale  can  be  prevented  as  many  I 
miles  from  such  camps  as  the  Presl-I
